{(FBIS Transcribed Text] New waves of violence have 
been reported in some parts of the country, both in the 
capital Bujumbura and in the countryside. 


Several people are reported to have been killed at 
Tangara, northern province of Ngozi, in clashes between 
security forces and armed groups. Military sources say 
the armed groups, tracked down from Gitaramuka in 
the neighboring province of Karuzi, had taken refuge at 
Tangara. 


The regional administration and security officials do not 


agree on the number of casualties. The joint mission of 


administration and security officials have gone to Ngozi 
to assist the situation. 


At (Chambasi) in the neighboring province of Kayanza, 
42 people are reported to have been killed in a camp 
for displaced persons in an attack carried out yesterday 
by an armed group. Several attackers are also said to 
have been killed in clashes with the security forces 
guarding the camp. One government soldier was killed 
in the attack. The armed group is believed io have come 
from the Kibira forest where they had been removed 
by security forces. Three guns were received from the 
armed group in the fighting. 


The provincial security commission of Kayanza has 
gone to the disturbed area to calm down the situation. 


Here in the capital, Bujumbura, four people were killed 


last night at Buyenzi, bringing to 12 the number of 


people killed since the violence broke out in the suburb 
on Tuesday night [31 October]. Meanwhile, security 
forces have sealed the suburb in an attempt to restore 
order in the area. (Funa Vantindikumana) reports on the 
situation at Buyenzi.

Buyenzi has been sealed off by security forces for 
searching and investigation. Two children were killed 
at the 21st Avenue and seven others were injured. Their 
house was seriously damaged by grenades and fire. 


At the 18th and Sth Avenues, two people were also 
killed. It is not clear what are the motivations of 


this renewed violence in Buyenzi, but the mayor of 


Bujumbura, Pie Ntiyankundiye, has excluded any ethnic 
background in the killings. 


Both ethnic groups were at the scene of the violence 
to see what happened and only selected houses were 
attacked, The mayor also indicated that the police may

have obtained some clues on the attackers but the 
identities were not revealed. The mayor also called 
on the residents in Buyenzi to be vigilant and to 
denounce anyone who may look like a trouble-maker 
because they accuse people outside the area of carrying 
out the attacks. This Buyenzi is one of the places 
which remained peaceful. Many people have [word 
indistinct] there after the violence in the other parts of 
the town and this doesn’t make it easy to control all the 
people residing in Buyenzi. [word indistinct] indicated 
that the quick intervention of security forces prevent :d 
heavier damages to occur.

Yesterday government soldiers were 


accused by Mames Bansbiyeko, the president's chief of 


cabinet, of killing 252 Hutus in the north Ngozi province 
over the weekend.

Netherlands Development Minister Pronk, who has been 
intensively concerned with Rwanda for many years, 
seeks to shed some light on the truth of Twagiramungu’s 
Statements at a conference held today in the Rwan- 
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dan capital Kigali. Yesterday Pronk said: "If his claims 
are correct, this must have consequences tor our rela- 
lions with Rwanda. | know that there have been victims 
among the Hutu population since the present govern- 
ment came to power, but this is the first time I have 
heard mention of numbers such as the former prime 
minister is now giving. They seem improbable to me.”

In diplomatic circles in Kigali there have been persistent 
rumors for some time of extermination camps in Kagera, 
in the northeast of the country, where government 
Opponents are said to have been killed. 


Pronk described the former Rwandan prime minister, 
who he has known for a long time, as “an honest 
and reliable politician, who has worked with great 
commitment for democratization, the construction of a 
pluralistic society, and the reduction in the dominance 
of the military.” But in the many talks which I have 
had with him, during and after his premiership, and 
also often in private, he had never spoken about such 
numbers.” [passage omitted] 


Former Rwandan Prime Minister: ‘I Fell Into the 
Trap’ 


Former Rwandan Prime Minister Twagiramungu has an 
explanation for the fact that the international community 
has so far failed to notice the large numbers of dead. 
"The RPF has acted with more cunning than the Hutu 
extremists who were responsible for the deaths of 
hundreds of thousands during the civil war,” says the 
former prime minister. "The RPF knows very well that 
it needs the support and goodwill of the West and has 
disposed of the bodies very quickly.” 


Twagiramungu says the reason for the genocide is that 
the government, which he believes is controlled by the 
Tutsi military, does not intend to share power with 
the Hutus, despite the officially announced attempts to 
achieve national reconciliation and unity. 


According to Faustin Twagiramungu (50), who was 
ousted from his post two months ago, most of the 
victims are Hutus. He also claims, however, that in the 
civil war too it was principally Hutus who were killed 
and not Tutsis as generally accepted. "The media speak 
of between 500,000 and 1 million Tutsis and moderate 
Hutus. But apart from the Tutsis, the majority of the 
population, thus Hutus, also wanted nothing to do with 
President Habyarimana’s MRND [National Republican 
Movement for Democracy and Development]. This is 
why these people were also eliminated.” According to 
Twagiramungu, who is himself a Hutu, the RPF has 
monopolized the suffering of the Tutsis.

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Twagiramungu was aware of killings during his period 
in office. "The scale only became apparent to me w.th 
the passage of time. In December 1994 I protest«d 
against the murders and the torture. Vice President .nd 
Defense Minister Kagame exploded with anger. He : aid 
that I was a good-for-nothing who did nothing to previ nt 
the genocide of the Tutsis during the civil war.” 


Twagiramungu describes as “dreadful” this outburst 
against him. "Everybody knows that even before the 
civil war I had urged President Habyarimana to stop the 
campaign against the Tutsis. Whatever the case, after 
Kagame’s outburst of anger my dismissal was just a 
question of time. As was that of my colleague at the 
Interior Ministry who in turn accused Kagame of not 
doing anything to stop the mass slaughter.” 


The fact that it was another eight months before 
Twagiramungu was dismissed is due to the "cunning 
strategy” of Kagame, who wanted to avoid the West 
withdrawing from Rwanda, the former prime minster 
explains. "The government is an instrument of the 
National Army formed by Kagame’s former RPF rebels. 
They could not dismiss me themselves as that would 
have been an infringement of the so-called democratic 
rules. Kagame put government members opposed to my 
dismissal under pressure until they gave in.” 


Twagiramungu claims to have opposed the undemo- 
cratic structure of the government right from the start. 
"Cabinet decisions were made on the basis of consensus. 
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I took it upon myself to block a number of undemocratic 
decisions. I was strongly opposed to the appointment of 
a vice president, to the presence of the military in the 
Rwandan Parliament, and to the appointment of an in- 
experienced man as chairman of the High Council.” 


The former prime minister now considers that it was 
“against his better knowledge” that he hoped to be able 
to exert an influence from within the government. "I 
fell into the trap. The military used me in order to 
persuade the international community that they were 
serious about democratization, because it was agreed 
in the Arusha Accords of August 1993, which were 
welcomed by the West, that I was to be prime minister.” 


In Arusha (Tanzania), former Rwandan President Hab. 
yarimana and the RPF agreed that elections should be 
held within 22 months. The death of Habyarimana on 6 
April 1994 and the civil war which followed prevented 
the implementation of the Arusha Accords. 


The former prime minister does not believe that the 
government will bring those suspected of genocide to 
trial despite passionate pleas for the restoration of justice 
in Rwanda. "I believe that a general amnesty will soon 
be declared. That would be in line with the strategy of 
the present rulers. That will allow them to show how 
forgiving they are and ensure the continued support of 
the West."

In the Northern Cape, 16 council results were outstand- 
ing by mid- morning, election officials said. The 16, out 
of a provincial total of 104 local government bodies, 
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were mostly remote rural bodies which periodically lost 
touch with the central counting station in the provincial 
capital Kimberley. Results in these areas were probably 
complete, officials said, but had still to be processed 
and added to the provincial total. Final results were ex- 
pected only later. 


With about 48 percent of the party vote counted so 
far, the ANC was poised for a clear victory in the 
province. It also had 198 of the 434 candidate seats 
so far determined. The NP won 38 percent of the 
party vote in rural and urban areas of the province and 
installed 161 elected representatives. Other parties in the 
province lagged behind the NP and ANC by far. The FF 
held on to its traditional power base in the historically- 
conservative rural farmlands and various independent 
candidates made inroads in urban areas. 


In Mpumalanga, Premier Mathews Phosa denied a 
Thursday media report that the ANC rejected the 
results of elections in the province because they had 
been distorted by party candidates being presented as 
independent candidates. Phosa said the party accepted 
the overall results, although it had disputed results for 
four councils. Provincial election task team Chairman 
Neels Zaayman on Thursday said a computer program 
had automatically classified candidates as independent 
if they had not used a political party logo in their 
nomination papers. He said this distorted results in 
Barberton, Leandra, Graskop and Perdekraal. Electoral 
Officials would verify the results.

The party boasts at its meetings about everything that 
Mangope has achieved and points at the failures of the 
Northwest Government. 


"We don’t believe in making promises we can’t fulfill," 
says UCDP Chairperson Johan de Witt. 


"Another reason for the UCDP’s success is that it 
is the only true rainbow party in the country.

And outsiders? Tshepo Mofokeng, national director of 
the Azanian Students Congress, says many people see 
Mangope as an "icon."

Mr. Nhatitima warned that corruption was spreading 
throughout Mozambique’s economic and social life. He 
said it could be found in banks, in custom services, 
in the ports, in the privatization of state companies, 
in international contracting, in education, and even in 
the administration of justice itself. The struggle against 
corruption could depend on a change of attitude, he said. 
He said it was a problem to reach all state institutions 
and society as a whole. 


Mr. Nhatitima said Mozambique had become a corri- 
dor for drug traffickers [words indistinct] law officers 
specifically trained to deal with drug offenses. The drug 
traffickers, the attorney general added, were also aware 
of the state and nature of Mozambican drug legislation 
and the vulnerability to corruption of agencies [words 
indistinct].

On his relationship wil) South Africa and the role it 
could play in Zambia, Kaunda said a lot could be learnt 
from the examples of unity achieved in this country. 


"Zambia is so badly disunited today, and I say we 
need a government of national unity as a starting 
point to reconcile the country. What we are doing in 
Zambia today is fighting a second liberation from neo- 
colonialists who are very ugly in thought, word and 
deed.” 


Describing his relationship with President Nelson Man- 
dela as “excellent”, he said there were no debts to be 
settled because of the role Zambia played in the libera- 
tion su uggle in this country. 


Supporting the South African, Mozambican, Angolan 
and Zimba>wean struggles were a responsibility incum- 
bent upon an independent Zambia, he said. 


"In 1961 my party resolved that when we became in- 
dependent, we would make Zambia the headquarters 
of liberation movements. Zambia's rebirth would have 
been meaningless without the liberation of our neigh- 
bours. 


"We helped on the principle that God says man is made 
in His image whether you are black, yellow, white, Zulu 
or Xhosa. From that foundation we always believed 
that no one has the right to sit on someone's neck and 
oppress them. 


"That’s why we fought and did what we did. Nobody 
owes us anything. We do not expect anything in re- 
turn from South Africa, Zimbabwe, Angola or Mozam- 
bique.” 


If there was a debt to be repaid, what he wanted was to 
see Africa uniting in the same way that Europe was, to 
stop Western countries “exploiting this continent”. 


Staging an aggressive political comeback to try to 
retrieve Zambia from the hands of “thieves and the 
corrupt", Kaunda is angry that all that was achieved 
during his administration has been undone by Chiluba. 


Kaunda is now returning from retirement and his role 
as international peacemaker to try and win back his 
presidential title. 


"We have a government that doesn’t know if it is 
coming or going, and this has brought about a lot 
of instability in the nation. They have destroyed our 
greatest resources, agriculture and the economy. The 
people are very hungry and hungry people are very 
angry people.” 
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One of his achievements, he said, was to create jobs on 
a large scale: "We left 360,000 jobs in place but in the 
last four years 220,000 have been lost.” 


Kaunda said that he thought his retirement was perma- 
nent but, because of pressure placed on him by people 
unhappy with the government and from opposition po- 
litical parties, he agreed to return to the political arena. 


Unhappiness with the Chiluba government has also 
extended to foreign country donors, who have expressed 
concern at corruption and drug trafficking among senior 
officials. 


Drug trafficking, Kaunda said has become one of the 
biggest problems in Zambia: "We have become the 
Colombia of Africa because highly placed people are 
involved in drug-dealing. A senior government official 
resigned recently making the serious allegation that 
ihe president himself smokes dagga [marijuana]. The 
government took no steps to clear the president's name 
after such serious allegations were made.” 


Rumours also abound, he said, that the first lady was 
caught trying to smuggle drugs into the country. 


Looking back at what has been happening in Zambia in 
recent years, Kaunda expressed concern at how far away 
from his “One Zambia, one nation” slogan the country 
has drifted. 


"Industry and agriculture have collapsed totally because 
the vision has changed from benefits to the people to 
benefits to a few ministers and their families.” 


When he retired from politics, he started the Kaunda 
Peace Foundation “to help bring peace to troubled areas 
in the world”. 


"Last year some of the leaders of smaller political parties 
came to see me and said | am making peace in Africa 
yet my own country needs help. Paramount chiefs also 
came to see me and demanded, ‘Your own country is 
on fire while you make peace elsewhere’.” 


He was thus pressured to return to politics, he said. Now 
he believed his duty was towards his own people and 
to rid the country of the corruption that has become a 
hallmark of the current government. 


Sitting poised and self-assured, and sporting his trade- 
mark white handkerchief in a hotel room in Sandton, he 
decried the fact that Zambians are "so far from being a 
free people”. 


About his career, he said one of the highlights was 
to have been in South Africa last year to monitor the 
elections on his birthday. 
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Among the highlights, he first listed the independence of 
Zambia, then the independence of South Africa, Angola, 
Mozambique and Zimbabwe. 


How does he want to be remembered? “I served God, 
my creator, to the best of my ability. I tried to be honest 
and truthful in all I said and did.”

Ruling Party ‘Fractured’ by ‘Tribalism’

that continues to creep into the party,” said ZANU-PF 
national chairman Joseph Msika who, lost his Cabinet 
portfolio to work full time for the party. 


“You cannot really single out anyone in this issue ... we 
are all involved.” 


Msika said this at a memorial service held last Sunday 
{22 October] in Bulawayo for the late national hero 
Sidney Malunga, who died a year ago in a crash. 


President Mugabe and his two deputies were said to be 
well aware of the swelling tribal and regional divisions 
within the ruling ZANU-PF. 


The split became apparent when the politburo decided, 
against the wishes of the grassroots members, to impose 
its own executive mayoral candidates for this weekend's 
local government elections. 


A number of candidates had secured grassroots support 
and won the primaries were snubbed by the politburo, 
resulting in widespread protests. 


"If you ask the very topmost leadership of the party 
whether they are tribalist or regionalist, they will roast 
you but when you see how they conduct their business, 
you see that they have tribal and regional leanings,” said 
Msika. 


His sentiments were also supported by Welshman M 
Mabbena, the party's provincial governor for Mazabele- 
land North, who said division had filtered from the polit- 
buro down to ordinary card- carrying members who 
were now helping in “tearing the party apart”. 


Said Mabhena: “We blame the grassroots members for 
this, yet it (division) starts from us.” 
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The issue of tribalism and regionalism was also clear 
during ZANU-PF’s last national congress. 


Masia and Mabhena said splits had spread to all 
provilices, more so in urban centres. 


The party chairman said the current expulsion of rebel 
party members was meant to weed out division in 
ZANU-PF. 


"The party leadership at all levels is no longer respecting 
the one fundamental party principle of selflessness. 
Everybody thinks about themselves now,” said Msik-, 
who nearly lost his Pelandaba parliamentary seal alter 
his rivals used tribalism to decampaign him. 


During the run-up to the general elections, Msika 
stunned the nation when he said his totem was Mlambo 
of the Shangani tribe. 


Tribalism and regionalism were so serious that this habit 
had now spilled over into government departments and 
in the private sector where jobs were being reserved or 
given to “home boys”. 


"The problem is now more serious in Harare where 
Ndebele-speaking people are having to disguise their 
Status in order to be accepted,” said Msika. 


“However, right now, I want to say that I am not 
pleased with the division that is within the party here in 
Bulawayo.” 


Police Fight ‘Running Battles’ in Harare

The GAZETTE said Mengistu had put the word out that 
he was in the market for similar high class purchases, 
preferably for cash. 


He paid R520,000 for a home on a large plot at No. 
2 the Cowie Road at Tynwald, a smallholder area on 
Harare’s western outskirts regarded as the reserve for 
the capital’s gentleman farmers. 


He also paid R440,000 for No. 3 Leicester Road in the 
leafy exclusive suburb of Emerald Hill. 
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Befekadu Kamisso, first secretary at the Ethiopian 
Embassy, said on Thursday he was not surprised that 
Mengistu had bought the properties. "We believe that 
when Mengistu left Ethiopia he took not just USS3 
million, but probably much more.” 


The money was illegally acquired, he added. “He just 
robbed the banks. He was a dictator..nobody said 
anything against it. It wasn’t only money. He did 
anything he Jiked with the Ethiopian public.” 


Kamisso said the embassy would look into the matter. 


Mengistu and 70 other members of his former regime 
are on trial — the former dictator and 30 of his aides in 
absentia — in Addis Ababa for genocide involving the 
murder of between 1,000 and 2,000 people during his 
14-year rule, begun in 1977 when he toppled Emperor 
Haile Selassie, who was killed by strangling. The trial 
began in December last year and has been adjourned. 
Mengistu was granted political asylum by Mugabe, 
who would speak with admiration of the alleged mass 
murderer's Stalinist communist policies, and with whom 
he shared a close friendship. 

Soon after Mengistu’s arrival in Zimbabwe, Mugabe 
described him as “an ordinary refugee.”

Chadehumbe said since a budget deficit signifies a 
dissaving government, private sector savings would 
have to fully cover the deficit otherwise supplementary 
foreign savings would be required, leading to a balance 
of payments deficit. This relationship holds whether or 
not the deficit is foreign financed. 


He said Zimbabwe's current account deficit — which 
is expected to drop to 6.3 percent of GDP this year 
would remain high for as long as private sector savings 
remained lower than the government deficit.

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Without further comment, the chairman of the Republi- 
can Front repeatedly said: "The meeting was positive." 
It was “thanks to the mediation of the EU ambassadors 
that the negotiations resumed between the government 
and the opposition." According to Djeny Kobina, apart 
from the conflict in the centerwest region of the country, 
"conditions have been met, in principle, for the Repub- 
lican Front to take part in the legislative and municipal 
elections." Besides, the RDR and the FPI have finally 
agreed to give the names of their representatives to the 
commission in charge of examining the list of candi- 
dates in the legislative elections, and the commission in 
charge of contacting the various licensed printing houses 
in the country. 


Still concerning the negotiations between the govern- 
ment and the opposition grouped within the Republican 
Front, and according to reliable sources, other points 
of the agreement have been disclosed. It is learned that 
the government has agreed to cancel the use of identi- 
fication certificates. The two sides have also agreed to 
extend the deadline for the submission of candidates’ 
lists from 5 to 10 November. 


According to the same sources, the U.S. ambassador to 
Cote d’Ivoire was particularly active in the negotiations 
that led to the resumption of the discussions between 
the opposition and the government. Taking into account 
the progress made so far in the negotiations, the 
Republican Front is willing to take part in the legislative 
and municipal elections slated for 26 November. In 
this regard, Djeny Kobina announced that he will 
hold a news conference at the RDR_ headquarters 
tomorrow at 1000. On this occasion, the Republican 
Front leaders will take stock of the all-out boycott 
during the presidential election. They will also inform 
their activists on the right attitude to be adopted during 
the upcoming elections. 


To conclude, things seem to be progressively improving 
between the opposition and the government. This is 
a good omen for the return of peace in the country, 
especially, in the centerwest region.

However, Gbagbo and his friends had the 
unpleasant surprise of hearing from Bombet that as far 
as he is concerned, the revision is not possible because, 
he argued, this will mean redoing the whole registration 
exercise, which in his opinion is not possible. It could 
also mean changing the voters’ register, adding new 
names, and taking out others. 


Since both sides were no longer saying the same thing, 
they had to part without coming to an agreement, 
Laurent Gbagbo, the Ivorian Popular Front leader, 
revealed to newsmen. He added that he plans to meet 
once again with the prime minister in order to redefine 
their stands. However, he said, if they are not recalled 
for discussion, then he and his friends will be obliged 
to take to the streets again to make themselves heard. It 
will be recalled that at the first meeting, the revision of 
the registers through sampling was rejected, and Bombet 
was present at those talks. 


It should, however, be pointed out that the change of 
mind of Bombet and, therefore, the Democratic Party 
of Cote d'Ivoire, is said to be due to the fact that if 
the revision is carried out correctly and gross errors 
are discovered, this could seriously compromise the 
"brilliant victory" of Bedie in the presidential election 
since the same register was used in that poll.

Commander Gives Toll of Election Violence

(AFP) — Inter-ethnic clashes during the week of Ivory 
Coast’s recent presidential election left 23 people dead, 
30 injured and 17 missing in the west of the country, 
the government said Thursday. 


The commander of the Daloa region announced the first 
Official toll of the violence, which took place between 
October 20 and 25, to a government delegation headed 
by Defence Minister Leon Konan Koffi. 
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Twenty-one of the dead were Baule people, the largest 
of the country’s 6O ethnic groups. The two others were 
Bete, the group that forms the majority of the population 
in the area around Gagnoa, 230 kilometers (140 miles) 
northwest of Abidjan. 


More than 4,700 Baules remain under military protec- 
tion in Gagnoa, while 2,800 others have left the region 
altogether or are staying with families in the town. 


When they started to flood into Gagnoa on October 21 
the Baules said they were afraid of attacks by Betes. 
Some spoke of massacres and of whole villages being 
razed to the ground. 


According to the commander’s report the worst clashes 
occurred in Guiberoua, 40 kilometers (25 miles) north- 
west of Gagnoa, where eight people were killed. 


Four other clashes were also mentioned in the report. 


The incidents took place in the days around the October 
22 presidential election that brought a landslide victory 
to Henri Konan Bedie, a Baule, in a poll actively 
boycotted by the opposition, which is dominated by 
Betes. 


Some witnesses claim the Baules had provoked the 
Betes, while others say that the Betes attacked the 
Baules the day after the election and told them to leave 
the area. 


Some 345 farm camps were looted and 233 were burnt 
during the incidents, according to the report. 


Many Baules have lived in the area for more than 20 
years, having been encouraged by former president Felix 
Houphouet-Boigny to move there to cultivate coffee and 
cocoa. 


Although the two ethnic groups initially lived together 
peacefully, tension grew as the Betes began to resent 
what they saw as an invasion. They were also unhappy 
to see the newcomers get rich from the fruits of Bete 
land. 


In 1970 at least 4,000 Betes were killed when the army 
was Called in to quell unrest in the Gagnoa region. 


When news of the latest clashes first reached Abidjan, 
politicians and the press made much of the issue, with 
accusations flying that both Baules and Betes were being 
used as pawns in the run-up to parliamentary elections, 
scheduled for November 26. 


In an effort to calm down the situation, the defence 
minister Thursday told Baules in Gagnoa that there 
would be an official inquiry into the incidents and that 
compensation would be paid out.

People 
are angry. There are a lot of young people out there who 
are angry. Unemployment is about 30 percent; nobody's 
Salary is able to feed him; inflation is running at an 
annual rate of about 70 percent; the cedi is having a 
free fall; no effort has been made over the past 10 to 15 
years to transform agriculture, which is where the action 
is and, I am afraid, if the government is not seeing the 
Crisis the crisis is there and those who don’t see it are 
in for a big surprise. 


[Robin] I have been to Ghana several times before, and 
all the other times I had been here there had been fear. 
People had been frightened. People had been frighteed 
to speak. Today, people are not frightened to speak. It 
is better now than before. 


[Pianin] Sure, we are not saying that....[pause] I think 
that we have to get a few things right. The PNDC/ 
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NDC [Provisional National Defense Council/National 
Democratic Congress] has made tremendous strides 
for this country. They have reorientated the structure, 
the direction of economic policy, which those of us 
who have been preaching market forces over half a 
century could never have done because we would never 
have gotten the confidence of the workers to do that. 
That has been made. I think that even if you read 
your Bible, Moses who led the Israelites was not the 
one who ended up in Jerusalem to build. You see, 
you needed iron fist, strong hand at the stabilization 
phase of the economic recovery program. Now you 
need a government by explanation, a government by 
persuasion. The government of President Rawlings has 
failed to indicate that they are capable of doing this. You 
now need broad-based development. It means millions 
of Ghanaians in their individual corners taking decisions 
boldly, being ready to invest, do business, and succeed 
openly. People are not prepared for that because they 
are afraid if you succeed, you may attract the malevolent 
eye of somebody in authority. I think the time has come 
for a change. 


[Robin] Whatever you think of Rawlings, he does have 
a kind of popular touch, so that the common man likes 
him, and what people say about the opposition to him 
is that it does not have a common touch. It cannot 
reach out to the poor man in the street in the way that 
Rawlings can. 


[Pianin} Oh sure, I think Rawlings started out a populist. 
But the workers don’t trust Rawlings now. They don’t 
believe that he his one of them. I mean, when he came 
in he was one of the people. They identified with him. 
Most workers that I talk to do not identify with him. He 
doesn’t live the way they live. They see him and his wife 
on television. They see them, they are not.... [pause] 
They don’t belong. Rawlings has the possibility of 
putting in place a national reconciliation agenda and he 
would be the greatest hero of this country. If he doesn’t 
and the economy doesn’t succeed — unfortunately the 
only thing that absolves absolutely is success, and in 
this case economic success, and if he fails he would be 
treated probably as the biggest villain of this country, 
not a hero. 


[Robin] You yourself were put in jail by Rawlings, or 
at least courts that were set up by Rawlings. How bitter 
do you feel about that? 


[Pianin] 1 don’t feel bitter at all. I think I emerged out 
of jail a better man than when I went in. 


[Robin] Why? How does jail make you better? 


[Pianin] Because, you see, when you are outside here 
you don’t realize how many innocent boys are put to 
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jail because they just don’t have access to people of 
influence. When you are outside, you are young, you 
have been through some of the best schools, some of the 
jobs you have had, you think you are you. Everything is 
you. But then, when the radio, the music box is turned 
off, you listen, and you will hear your Maker. I think 
I am better off because without going to prison I was 
probably one of the most confirmed atheists. Now I am 
a practicing Christian. I don’t say that I am good, but at 
least I try to iove my neighbor as myself and, I think, 
to me that is something that I got out of prison and I 
am proud of it. [end recording] 


Institute Issues Report on Economy’s Performance

(FBIS Transcribed Text] The Institute of Statistical, 
Social, and Economic Research of the University of 
Ghana has come out with a report on the performance 
of the economy last year, and what it is likely to 
look like by the end of the year. The report states, 
among other things, that the rate of growth of the 
economy declined from 5% in 1993 to 3.8% last 
year. Manufacturing output growth, which had declined 
since 1990, continued its decline with industrial output 
declining from 4.3% in 1993 to 2.8%. The service 
sector, which has been the most active, also suffered 
a general deteriorating performance, declining by 0.6% 
to 6.6% while the agricultural growth rate dropped from 
2.5% in 1993 to 1% in the year under review. 


For this year, the report said the macroeconomic ob- 
jectives set out in the budget that, among other things, 
hoped to achieve a higher level of GDP [Gross Do- 
mestic Product] growth, lower inflation rate of 18%, 
and maintaining a budget surplus of 1.2% GDP are not 
likely to be achieved. The report pointed to a restive 
labor force and the impending 1996 elections, and said, 
with the share of personal emoluments already down to 
5.7% of GDP, it is doubtful government will be able to 
compress wages any longer, adding that the tendency 
will be for wages and emoluments — component of 
government expenditure — to increase. The next most 
important single item in government expenditure, the 
report points out, is interest payments, noting that these 
are fixed obligations which cannot be reduced. The re- 
port, however, says the best prospects for the Ghanaian 
economy depend on favorable external developments 
like world market prices and good rainfall. 


Meanwhile, the statistical service has published the con- 
sumer price index numbers for August. A close exami- 
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nation of the indices shows that Ghanaians spend more 
of their income on clothing and footwear, medicare, and 
health as well as on furniture, furnishings, and house- 
hold equipment and operations with the food subgroup 
taking the largest share of the domestic budget. During 
the month under review, a monthly change of 3.5% was 
recorded over the index for July while combined infla- 
tion over 12 months’ period from August last year to 
August this year was 69.9%.

[FBIS Transcribed Text] If the death sentences on Ken 
Saro-Wiwa and others convicted in Nigeria are not 
commuted and there is no sign of a swifter return to 
democracy, the Commonwealth must consider suspend- 
ing Nigeria, Baroness Chalker of Wallasey, the Over- 
seas Development Minister, said yesterday. 


However she said the Commonwealth leaders meeting 
in Auckland may not want to take this step without 
more evidence, including monitoring human rights. 
Any action against Nigeria had to be balanced by 
consideration of democracy and human rights in all 
Commonwealth countries, she said. 


Lady Chalker, who will represent Britain instead of Mal- 
colm Rifkind, the Foreign Secretary, said that London 
was doing everything it could to get the death sentences 
commuted. She said that achieving reform in a country 
as complex as Nigeria was difficult, but the three-year 
timetable for a return to democracy proposed by Gen- 
eral Sani Abacha, the military leader, was "clearly too 
long”. 


The graduated measures on dealing with rogue states, 
which will be discussed at Auckland, had to be realistic. 
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There was no point threatening penalties that could not 
be carried out. 


It was important that African countries, some of which 
she said were as worried as Britain over human rights 
abuses, also speak out. "There are a number of African 
Presidents who have said you can respect human rights 
even if you don’t have homes." 


Lady Chalker said she hoped that President Mandela 
would use his enormous moral authority to persuade 
Nigeria and other countries, such as The Gambia and 
Kenya, where human rights are under threat, to carry 
out democratic reforms swiftly. 


She said that the issue of nuclear bomb tests was 
certain to be raised, but Britain would point out that 
it, along with France and America, was committed to a 
comprehensive test ban.

RUF Spokesman Denies ‘Atrocities’ in South

[FBIS Transcribed Text) [Bickerton] Any hope of talks 
leading to the a cessation of the civil war in Sierra Leone 
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has been evaporating in the past couple of weeks with 
yet another escalation of the conflict. Last week, there 
were reports of attacks by RUF [Revolutionary United 
Front] rebels around Bo in the south of the country. 
It was claimed that the rebels had been mutilating 
and massacring local civilians, especially women and 
children. The Army, which is backed by the South 
African Executive Outcomes organization, claimed to 
have struck back, not only the south, where they said 
they’d captured a rebel base, but in northern Sierra 
Leone where they claimed major successes. 


Well, Faye Musa, the spokesman for what he describes 
as the RUF’s War and Peace Council, called us up from 
Ivory Coast (Cote d’ Ivoire] to deny responsibility for the 
atrocities near Bo. Elizabeth Ohene asked him, if they 
were in fact fighting in the region. 


[Begin recording] [Musa] No RUF personnel, partic- 
ularly the freedom fighters, was engaged in any form 
of fighting in that area, particularly, at the period in 
question because since 11 September the boys attacked 
troops— NPRC [National Provisional Ruling Council] 
troops — between Medina and Makeni in the north, 
there has been no other attacks. [It was] on 11 Septem- 
ber that the last military operations by the RUF freedom 
fighters were carried out. 


[Ohene] Do you have any information at all about what 
happened in these villages in which the killings took 
place? 


[Musa] Really, no. We have not got any correct infor- 
mation about it because, just as I am saying, none of 
our boys was involved in the incident, (?none) of our 
boys was involved in the incidents. So, the amount of 
information we get from that one is rather scanty. So, in 
fact, is was from there that we have concluded that this 
is part of the job the Executive Outcomes have decided 
to do for the people, you see, to tell lies so that the 
RUF can appear black in the eyes of the international 
community. 


[Ohene]} Now, if you say that all you want now is peace, 
why aren’t you talking peace with the government? 


[Musa] All we want now is peace. All the RUF wants 
now is peace but this peace has to be indicated, the 
desire for peace has to be indicated by the RUF and the 
NPRC but what is happening is the NPRC has invited 
the Executive Outcomes, they have invited the Nigerian 
and the Ghanaian troops to continue the military option. 
So, we don’t feel security, there is no security around 
for any RUF so, as such we feel that since the people’s 
uprising, we have to continue with the military option 
as long as they have not sent away the Nigerians, the 
Executive Outcomes, and the Ghanaians. 
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[Ohene] And surely, there are organizations thiough 
whom you can contact and tell them that you are ready 
to talk peace. Why don’t you do that? 


[Musa] We have contacted people on grounds of peace. 
We have contacted you, we have contacted International 
alert and they are ready to listen to our side of the story 
and, I mean, very shortly you will here from them. Very 
shortly you will hear for International Alert. We have 
contacted International Alert and very shortly you will 
hear from them. We are interested in peace but what 
is happening is these of our own very brothers have 
brought outsiders to spoil the country. [end recording] 


[Bickerton] Faye Musa of the Sierra Leone Rebel 
RUF. Well, whether or not the RUF was involved in 
the mutilations and massacres around Bo last week, 
the nastiness has continued. From Bo, Alhassan Sylla 
reports: 


[Begin Sylla recording] Rebels of the Revolutionary 
United Front are believed to have maimed an unspeci- 
fied number of civilians and abducted some 20 others, 
including a local head hunter when they attacked the 
market town of (Kpakebu), located some 30 miles from 
Bo. This settlement, which until the last 48 hour, had 
served as a safe haven for civilians fleeing rebel oper- 
ations in towns and villages on the border between the 
south and the north of the country, was attacked by cud- 
gel and machete-wielding rebels who were apparently 
in search of food. According to civilians arriving in Bo 
from the area last night, the rebels made it clear that 
they were gunning mainly for local hunters who should 
go gaming for them and provide them with bush meat 
for their day’s meal. 


Unfortunately for this head hunter, Kanly Eghau, who 
was the only hunter around at the time, the rebels 
captured him and tortured and maimed him before 
taking him away. The rebels are also said to have 
carted away 50 bags of rice, 10 bags of ground nuts, 
and large quantities of palm oil which they forced 
the abducted captives to carry for them. The rebels 
then went on the rampage, burning places, looting, and 
maiming Civilians, particularly young men and women. 


Also, RUF rebels attacked the town of Bontiworo, less 
than 10 miles of the headquarters of the Army’s 38 
Battalion at Koribundu. The large number of rebels 
who were said to have been poorly armed, made quick 
gains in the surprise attack before they were repelled by 
troops. There have been no reports of casualty on either 
side. [end recording] 
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
